Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. McNeely discloses that a fluid flow through the side connecting channel must occur to open t he capillary stop valves.

McNeelys' geometry of the side connecting channel will delay the fluid flow and thus is equivalent to applicants' flow delay part.
